Under Bailey's ruling, the depart- 


ment of welfare would not be entitled 
to an appropriation of 5500,000 because 
the last general assembly failed to ap- 
propriate the money from some spe- 
cific fund and the welfare fund would 
lose an additional $300,000 which Bail- 
ey ruled should be transferred to the '• 
charities fund. 


Governor Futrell's statement, made 


before Bailey rendered his opinion, 
said that a special session would be 
called if the public welfare demand- 
ed it but that "under no circumstances 
^hould there be a special session prior 
to the close of the present session of 
congress." 


Bailey's opinion said that the legis- 


lature, by new legislation could "ac- 
complish a situation in which both 
the welfare commission and the state 
•hospital and tuberculosis .sanitorium 
could function unhampered and added 
"in our opinion the supreme court or 
this office cannot do'so."

A little help, apleasant word of 


praise coming from you will enable 
your child to form good habits and 
;develop properly much faster than 
he would if left alone. 


Children generally learn by prac- 


tice. From infancy they begin to ac- 
quire the necessary technic, for in- 
stance, to feed themselves, and soon 
-they know how to handle a spoon 
correctly and how to drink from a 
cup. 


A small boy gets on a bicycle and 


promptly falls off. With a little prac- 
tice he learns how to balance himself 
successfully, co-ordinating his mucles 
in such manner that balance is main- 
tained and he is able to go forward. 


Eventually he learns to ride the 


bicycle so well that his actions are 
quite automatic and he does not even 
hold the handle-bars in propelling 
himself forward. This is learning by 
establishing a habit. 


•The intelligent child learns also by 


what is known as the "trial and error" 
.method. For example, it will sample 
a neew food substance and if attract- 
ed will eat it again. 


It may, for example, try to put on 


its stockings while standing up. Even- 
tually it sits down and pulls en the 
stockings, finding that the process is 
carried out much more easily in this 
manner. 


If the child is intelligent, it will 


thereafter sit clown before pulling on 
its stockings; if not. the child may 
go on day after day trying to put on 
the stockings while standing up. Chil- 
dren have to have time for learning. 


Of great importance in getting suit- 


able reactions in learning is what the 
psychologists call "a satisfying effect." 
If an activity is successful, pleasing, 
and satisfying to a child, the child is 
more likely to repeat that activity.

State's Fire Loss 


in May Was $113,480 


LITTLE ROCK.- (fi>) -Arkansas' 


property fire loss during May was 
approximately $113,480. an increase of 
$15,000 over the same month for 1934,

conservation, Arkansas fire prevent ioi 
bureau, announced. 


A total of 51 fires was reported dur 


ing the month, which was practically 
the same in number and amount as in 
May of last year, Savage reported. Foi 
the first time on the bureau's records 
there were no motor vehicle fires re- 
ported during the month. The num- 
ber of dwelling and private garage 
fires continued to decrease.
